The  headline  read  "Iwo  Jima  Flag  Raiser  Dies 
at  70,"  and  to  the  3/5ths  of  our  1994  population 


It  seems  incredible  that 
Wisconsin,  with  less  than 
2%  of  the  U.S.  population 
would  have  one  of  the  6 
flag  raisers  as  a native 
son,  but  John  H.  Bradley 
of  Antigo  did,  indeed, 
“Raise  the  stars  and 
stripes  on  Iwo  Jima  Isle” 
as  remembered  in  the 
song. 

In  the  light  of 
international  politics, 
the  6,800  U.S.  Marines 
who  died  on  Iwo  Jima  died 
in  vane  --  the  island  was 
returned  to  Japan  in 
1968,  mocking  the  song 
verse,  “ High  on  the  hill 
S uri batch i,  flies  Old 
Glory,  and  she  always 


who  were  not  yet  born  in  1945,  the  thought  must 
have  been  “Iwo  Jima??...  The  headline  sent  me 
scurrying  to  my  exonumia  collection! 

Iwo  Jima’s  sole  claim  to  fame,  or  even  recognition, 
is  a single  1945  war-time  photograph.  From  this 
Pulitzer  Prize  winning  photo  has  sprung  a 
mammoth  Washington  D.C.  memorial  and  a 
profusion  of  souvenir  and  numismatic  memorabilia. 

To  today’s  older  Americans,  the  flag-  raising  photo 
is  synonymous  with  Iwo  Jima  - it  shows  six 
men  pushing  a flag  draped  length  of  galvanized  pipe 
into  the  volcanic  rock  and  ash  of  a Japanese- 
occupied  islet  400  miles  south  of  Japan. 


will’’. 

Perhaps  this  is  one  of  the 
reasons  Antigo’s  John  H. 
Bradley  shunned 
publicity  concerning  his 
flag-raising  on  Iwo  Jima. 
It  could  also  have  been 
chagrin  that  the  flag 
raising  was  already  over 
when  photographer,  Joe 
Rosenthal,  arrived  on  the 
scene  and  Bradley  and  his 
5 comrades  in  arms  had

to  stage  a second  “posed”  flag  raising.  It 
is  sad,  but  true,  World  War  M’s  most 
famous  photo  was  a re-enactment. 


that  the  publicity-shy  John  H.  Bradley 
of  Wisconsin  was  one  of  the  six 
depicted! 


For  the  numismatist,  a number  of  nice 
tokens  and  medals  have  been  struck  to 
memorialize  that  fleeting  moment  in  an 
incredibly  bloody  battle.  Over  28,000 
men  died  on  Iwo  Jima  isle,  which  is  only  5 
miles  long  and  half  that  at  its  widest  point. 
If  you  would  like  to  form  an  Iwo  Jima 
flag-raising  exonumia  collection,  there 
are  many  medals  and  tokens  that 
commemorate  the  February  23,  1945 
event.  Some  are  as  new  as  1993,  with 
sets  struck  in  Gold,  Silver  and  the  full 
range  of  base  metals. 


My  personal  favorite  is  a 35mm,  zink 
alloy  treasury  award,  issued  for  patriotic 
services  rendered  (most  likely  war  bond 
sales).  The  well-worn  token  presented  to 
a William  T.  Wood,  features  perhaps  the 
second  most  popular  American  patriotic 
symbol,  the  Minuteman,  as  its  obverse. 
(The  American  flag  is  number  one  in 
exonumia).  This  flag-raising  token 
appears  to  be  the  earliest  numismatic 
rendering  of  this  now  familiar  Iwo  Jima 
scene. 

The  78-foot  high  “Marine  Memorial"  just 
outside  Washington,  D.C.  is  a highly 
visible  remembrance  of  Iwo  Jima.  Its 
design  is  from  the  Rosenthal  photo.  We 
visited  the  memorial  in  1990,  and 
recognized  Ira  Hays,  but  didn't  even  know 


Three  of  the  6 flag-raisers  died  in  the 
battle,  and  Bradley  was  badly  wounded. 
In  the  years  following  the  war,  flag- 
raiser,  Ira  Hays,  was  widely  lauded  in 
the  press,  and  remembered  in  song, 

(The  Ballad  of  Ira  Hays).  Hays  died  in 
1955,  only  a year  after  the  Marine 
monument  was  unveiled.  The  5th 
Marine,  Rene  Gagnon,  of  New 
Hampshire,  passed  away  in  1979.  On 
January  11,  1994,  the  unsung  Bradley 
rejoined  his  5 comrades  in  arms. 

The  poet,  Theodore  Tilton,  wrote  “ Fame 
is  but  a slow  decay’’  and  the  story  of 
the  6 flag-raisers  resounds  in  this 
wisdom.  Three  of  these  6 brave  men 
would  never  know  they  were  to  become 
famous  war  heros,  Hays  and  Gagnon 
would  experience  the  fame,  and  as  with 
many  battlefield  veterans,  would  die 
well  before  their  time.  Only 
Wisconsin’s  own  John  H.  Bradley,  who 
fled  from  his  fame,  lived  a full  life  of 
70  years.

CHRISTMAS  TRADITION 
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AND  HOLIDAY  WOODS 
by  CLIFFORD  MISHLER 

One  of  the  Christmas  traditions 
long  observed  at  Krause  Publications 
is  that  the  annual  Christmas  Party. 
These  occasions  provide  employees 
with  the  opportunity  of  enjoying  a 
few  relaxing  libations,  a good 
dinner,  and  some  casual  interchanges 
with  co-workers  in  a relaxed 
atmosphere  away  from  the  office. 

This  tradition  has  been  with 
Krause  Publications  almost  from  the 
first  days  of  Numismatic  News,  back 
in  1952.  Talking  with  Chet  Krause 
recently,  he  recounted  to  me  that  to 
the  best  of  his  recollection,  the 
first  Christmas  Party  sponsored  by 
him  as  the  News  publisher  occurred 
back  in  1955,  though  it  may  have 
been  as  early  as  1954.  At  the  time 
his  employees  would  have  numbered  no 
more  than  three , and  the  party 
perhaps  in  the  15-20  range,  by 
drawing  in  the  banker,  postmaster 
and  a few  other  business  friends 
from  around  town. 

Having  joined  the  company  in 
early  1963,  my  first  Christmas  Party 
participation  came  in  December  of 
that  year.  With  our  employee 
numbers  pushing  the  mark  by  year 
end,  participation  at  the  party 
probably  numbered  in  the  35-40 
range.  It  has  grown  dramatically 
through  the  years,  with  sit-down 
service  having  given  way  to  buffet 
style  along  the  way,  to  the  point 
that  this  about  450  enjoyed  an 
evening  of  conviviality  with  their 
co-workers,  feasting  from  a four 
line  buffet. 


While  Chet  hosted  his  first 
Numismatic  News  Christmas  Party  in 
the  basement  of  Iola ' s Methodist 
Church,  the  years  have  dictated 
numerous  changes  of  site,  from  the 
Sky  Club  in  Stevens  Point  to  the 
Rainbow  in  New  London,  to  the  High 
School  multi-purpose  room  and  the 
Community  Golf  Course  Club  House  in 
Iola , then  to  the  Oakwood  Inn  in 
Waupaca  and  the  Holiday  Inn  in 
Stevens  Point  in  recent  years. 

There ' s even  been  a numismatic 
reminded  associated  with  the 
Christmas  Party  renewals  of  recent 
years , dating  back  to  the  early 
80' s.  Back  in  1983,  at  which  time 
the  Oakwood  Inn  was  the  annual 
destination,  we  began  controlling 
the  dispensing  of  "free"  beverages 
by  creating  a "Good  For  One  Drink" 
wood  which  was  dispensed  to  each 
employee  guest  in  set  numbers.  That 
annual  tradition  has  been  continued 
since  the  location  was  shifted  to 
the  Holiday  Inn  in  1989. 

A set  of  the  annual  issues  of 
woods  which  have  ensued  would 
constitute  an  interesting  and 
inexpensive  collection  — especially 
for  employees  who  retained  examples 
from  their  allotments  — of 
Christmas  commemoratives . Variably 
printed  in  green  or  red  from  year  to 
year,  the  obverses  uniformly  depict 
a representation  of  the  Krause 
Publications  "kp"  medallic  stlye 
symbol . The  reverses  are  dated 
annually,  and  have  incorporated  as 
part  of  the  design  a variety  of 
Christmas  symbols.

Judges  are  numismatic 
professionals  located  around  the 
world.  They  have  backgrounds  as 
mintmasters,  artists,  coin  dealers, 
hobby  leaders  and  journalists.  They 
are  asked  by  Krause  Publications  to 
participate  in  the  two  rounds  of 
balloting  without  compensation. 


"We  are  grateful  to  our  judging 
panel.  There  are  64  busy  career  men 
and  women  who  give  their  time  each 
year  for  the  encouragement  of  better 
world  coin  issues,"  Smith  said.
